Despite  tuition  increases 

Class  registration  creates  crowds 


Attending  Wartburg  is  indeed  a 
financial  endeavor.  Full-time  students 
paid  approximately  $10,220  for 
tuition,  activity  fee,  room,  and  board 
during  the  1988-89  academic  year. 
This  represents  a  7.5  increase  from 
1987-88.  As  freshmen,  the  members 
of  the  Class  of  '89  paid  approximately 
$8,370. 

According  to  the  Admissions  Office 
pamphlet,  average  cost  of  books  and 
supplies  for  the  year  was  $300. 
Arlene  Schwarzenbach,  manager  of 
the  Wartburg  Bookstore,  said  that  the 
cost  of  one  book  was  usually  between 
$30  -$50. 

The  bookstore  offered  a  choice  of 
charging  books  for  a  term  or  paying 
directly  for  them.  Schwarzenbach 
said  that  freshmen  usually  paid  cash 
and  upperclassmen  charged.  An 
obvious  sign  of  the  beginning  or  the 
end  of  a  term  was  the  unusual 
continuous  flow  of  traffic  in  the 
bookstore. 

When  the  term  was  over,  students 
opted  to  sell  their  books  back  to  the 
bookstore.  Schwarzenbach  said, 
"Book  buy  back  has  increased 
significantly  in  the  last  two  years." 
She  attributed  this  to  the  fact  that  book 
buy  back  is  no  longer  just  one  day. 
The  event  took  place  during  finals 
week  and  if  there  was  one  thing 
students  wanted  to  do  after  finals  it 
was  to  sell  their  books!  Q

Students  worked  in  their  chosen  field 
at  an  internship.  To  gain  the  two 
course  credits,  students  were  expected 
to  work  28  -  30  hours  per  week. 
Students  had  the  opportunity  to  work 
at  marketing  firms,  art  centers,  and 
credit  unions,  and  to  student  teach. 

Two  credits  were  also  gained  through 
class  work.  One,  Metropolitan 
Seminar,  involved  learning  about  the 
opportunities  of  an  urban  environment 
and  how  to  live  in  an  urban 
environment.  The  other,  Christian 
Ethics,  taught  the  students  to  use  the 
resources  of  a  larger  community  for 
religious  enrichment. 

Other  activities  available  to  the 
students  were  skiing,  touring  the 
Adolph  Coors  Brewery,  and  seeing  the 
sights  in  downtown  Denver. 

The  Wartburg  West  program  began  in 
the  Fall  of  1985.  The  faculty  of 
Wartburg  realized  that  Waverly  was 
not  an  urban  setting,  by  any  means. 
However,  most  students  would  be 
moving  to  a  larger  city  after 
graduation.  Wartburg  West  was  set  up 
to  help  students  make  the  transition.

The  year  for  Coach  John  Kurtt  and  his  cross 
country  team  can  be  described  in  one  word: 
scintillating.  The  Knight  men  harriers  put 
together  a  storybook  season  that  led  to  the 
crowning  of  an  All-American,  senior  Kori 
Stoffregen,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
"Our  main  goal  is  to  move  up  a  couple  of 
spots  in  the  conference  standings,"  said  Kurtt 
at  the  start  of  the  year. 

The  Ram  Run  at  Cornell  was  described  as 
"strong  pack-running"  by  Kurtt;  The  Knights 
finished  third  in  the  10  team  field.  Stoffregen 
finished  ninth  individually  to  lead  the 
Knights. 

In  the  All-American  meet  at  Luther,  things 
became  more  difficult.  The  Knights  finshed 
10th  in  extreme  heat  on  a  tough  course.  At 
Grinnell,  the  Knights  finshed  sixth  overall  as 
Greg  Blank  paced  them  with  a  26th  place  run. 

At  St.Olaf,  the  Knights  picked  it  up  a  notch 
and  finished  seventh.  Nick  Van  Langen  had  a 
successful  day  as  he  cut  1 :20  off  his  previous 
time. 

At  St.  Louis,  Wartburg  finished  fourth  in  a 
strong  field.  Five  runners  for  Wartburg  came 
within  the  all  important  27  minute  mark  in 
that  race.  Stoffregen  put  his  name  in  the 
headlines  the  following  Saturday  as  he  won 
the  Jim  Drews  meet  in  LaCrosse.  The  Knights 
finished  second  overall.  Brad  Thompson 
finshed  eighth  to  also  help  pace  Wartburg  . 

The  conference  meet  was  the  climax  of  the 
season.  The  Knights  gave  Luther  all  they 
could  handle  and  lost  by  only  one  point. 
Stoffregen  turned  in  a  time  of  26:23.8,  good 
enough  to  win  the  individual  title.  Blank  and 
Thompson  also  received  conference  honors. 
With  all  this,  could  things  get  better?  Yes. 

The  regional  meet  at  Waverly  proved  that 
point.  The  entire  squad  qualified  on  a  snowy 
day  for  the  national  meet  at  St. Louis.  It  was 
the  first  cross  country  team  in 
school  history  to  do  so. 

The  national  meet  completed  this  great  season 
as  the  Knights  placed  13th  in  the  nation  and 
Stoffregen  was  crowned  All-American  for 
finishing  in  the  top  30. 
Overall,  Stoffregen  said,  "It  was  the  kind  of 
season  that  you  wish  would  never  end."

Football  team  continues  to  build  character

A  look  at  the  big  picture  puts  the  1988  Wartburg 
football  season  into  perspective.  According  to 
Coach  Don  Canfield,  the  Knights  have  put  together 
a  combined  record  of  50-27  during  those  seven 
seasons.  This  65  percent  winning  pace  includes  a 
trip  to  the  national  playoffs,  two  conference  titles, 
and  three  second-place  finishes. 

For  the  Knights  in  1988,  youth  and  inexperience 
were  the  key  factors.  During  the  season,  Wartburg 
started  10  freshmen  and  sophomores  and  had  24  on 
the  traveling  team.  "The  players  put  in  a  great 
amount  of  effort  in  the  weight  room  and  we  had 
some  very  close  baligames.  Things  could  have  been 
much  different,"  said  Canfield. 

The  Knights'  3-7  final  mark  easily  could  have  been 
6-4.  During  week  two  of  the  season.  Upper  Iowa 
won  a  17-16  heartbreaker  that  could  have  gone 
Wartburg's  way.  A  trip  to  Loras  might  have  netted  a 
win  if  Loras's  Jimmy  Johnson  hadn't  pulled  off 
some  last  minute  heroics.  Finally,  the  young  Knight 
team  had  conference  champ  Simpson  down  in  the 
final  quarter  before  losing  a  hard  fought  struggle. 

The  bright  spot  of  the  sea.son  was  the  comeback  in 
the  final  two  games.  "We  really  finished  the  season 
with  exceptional  strength  in  our  wins  over  William 
Penn  and  Luther  and  the  tight  game  with  Simpson," 
said  Canfield.  The  Knights'  "sweet"  victory  over 
Luther  and  the  defensive  performance  against  Penn 
started  a  win  streak  that  Canfield  hopes  will 


Another  bright  spot  during  the  season  was  the  play 
of  freshman  quarterback  Tony  Van  Oort.  Van  Oort, 
a  native  of  Cedar  Falls,  was  voted  Newcomer  of  the 
Year  at  the  team  banquet,  Van  Oort  threw  for  over 
900  yards  in  his  initial  season.  1988  also  produced 
one  of  the  finest  linebackers  that  Wartburg  College 
has  seen.  Chad  Hake  set  a  new  school  record  with 
over  500  tackles.  Hake  received  first  team  All- 
Conference  Honors  for  his  efforts  and  also  was 
named  the  team's  Most  Valuable  Player. 

"This  team  had  a  lot  ot  character.  We  always  knew 
that  a  win  was  right  around  the  corner.

Wrestlers  hold  highest  team  record 


Coach  Dick  Walker  and  his  1988-89  wrestling 
squad  came  into  the  season  looking  for  the 
conference  title.  With  tri-captains  Jack 
Denholm,  Dean  Gavin,  and  Jeff  Voss 
returning,  hopes  were  high  for  the  Knights. 
Wartburg  got  off  to  a  fast  start  on  the  mat. 

In  the  Luther  Takedown  tournament.  The 
Knights  had  four  winners  in  Mike  Powell  at 
118,  Eric  Stotts  at  126,  Denholm  at  190  and 
Gavin  at  heavyweight.  The  Knights  were  very 
successful  the  following  week  in  their  own 
Thanksgiving  tournament.  Wartburg  had  six 
champions,  five  runner-ups,  three  third-places 
and  three  fourth-place  finishes. 

The  first  dual  meet  for  the  Knights  saw  them 
upend  14th-ranked  Wisconsin-Platteville  by 
winning  seven  of  the  nine  weight  classes. 
Denholm  also  wrestled  in  the  UNI  Open  and 
did  very  well  by  placing  fourth. 

Disappointment  raised  its  ugly  head  in  the 
Knight  Invitational.  Buena  Vista  defeated  the 
Knights,  151-133  for  first  place.  Gavin  proved 
to  be  the  only  champion  as  two  other  Knights 
lost  in  the  finals.  Jerry  Ackerman  and  Jerad 
Kruse  wrestled  very  well  and 
placed  third  in  the  meet. 

Christmas  break  proved  to  be  very  short-lived 
for  Walker's  squad.  The  Sunkist  Open  in 
Florida  saw  the  Knights  win  21  matches 
against  some  Division  1  opponents.  Two  dual 
victories  were  gained  against  Augustana  of 
Illinois  and  St.  Olaf. 

A  surprising  loss  to  Cne  followed  for  the 
grapplers  as  the  Kohawks  won  25-20.  Wins 
over  William  Penn  and  Loras  got  the  Knights 
ready  for  the  showdown  with  Buena  Vista. 
Wartburg  got  behind  early  in  the  match  and 
almost  pulled  it  out  but  fell  just  two  points 
short,  20-18. 

Central  kept  the  Knights  down  for  awhile  with 
a  23-12  win.  But  Wartburg  came  back  with  a 
vengeance  and  handily  beat  Dubuque  and 
Wisconsin-Whitewater. 

Gavin  set  the  stage  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 
With  a  title  in  the  All-Lutheran  tournament 
and  a  conference  championship,  Gavin  headed 
into  the  nationals.  With  his  3-2  win  over  Mike 
Fusilli  of  Ithaca,  Gavin  was  the  national 
champion.  Four  other  Knights  made  the 
nationals  and  Denholm  and  Voss  were  named 
All-Americans,  along  with  Gavin.

1988-89  season  challenges- team 

Lady  Knights  battle  Luther  for  conference

When  the  Wartburg  women's  basketball  team 
opened  their  season  in  late  November,  they 
had  some  new  faces  and  a  new  coach.  Monica 
Severson  had  made  the  trek  from  South 
Dakota  State  to  Wartburg. 


No  one  had  any  idea  save  the  15  players  and 
their  new  coach  that  this  squad  would  set  a 
Wartburg  record  for  wins  and  qualify  for  their 
first  ever  postseason  tournament. 

The  season  started  fast  for  the  Knights  as  they 
reeled  off  nine  wins  in  a  row  which  tied  the 
mark  for  consecutive  wins.  In  that  streak,  one 
game  stood  out  offensively.  The  Knights 
destroyed  Elmhurst  College  of  Illinois,  93-33, 
in  the  third  game  of  the  season.  In  that  game 
alone,  the  Knights  set  a  record  for  most  field 
goals  in  one  game  (44)  and  field  goal 
percentage  (63.8). 

Severson  s  squad  made  perennial  power 
Luther's  stay  at  the  top  very  rough  during  the 
season.  In  the  first  game  against  Luther,  Beth 
Warner  made  a  shot  at  the  end  of  regulation  to 
tie  the  game  and  the  Knights  wound  up  71-68 
winners.  For  the  next  five  weeks  plus,  Luther 
and  the  Knights  made  the  women's  basketball 
race  a  total  war. 

However,  the  Knights  ran  into  some  problems 
when  the  Norse  pulled  away  late  in  the  game 
to  win  and  put  away  the  conference 
championship. 

After  the  final  regular  season  game  against 
Buena  Vista,  Severson's  squad  waited  for  a 
phone  call  to  be  invited  to  play  in  post-season 
action.  They  got  the  call  and  headed  to  Rock 
Island,  Illinois,  to  play  Augustana  in  the  first 
round. 

They  did  capture  the  third  place  game  and 
ended  the  season  at  2 1-6. Post  season  honors 
were  given  to  freshman  Lisa  Uhlenhopp  and 
senior  Beth  Warner  as  both  placed  on  one  of

Basketball  takes  conference  championship 


For  the  men's  side  of  the  basketball  story. 
Coach  Buzz  Levick's  Knights  hauled  in  their 
12th  conference  basketball  championship. 
The  Knights  took  defending  champion 
Dubuque  out  of  the  race  by  one  game. 

.Senior  Mike  Murphy  had  another  excellent 
season  as  he  was  named  the  conference's  most 
valuable  player  and  was  named  to  the  All 
West  Region  Division  III  basketball  for  the 
second  straight  year.  Murphy  wound  up  a 
grand  career  by  placing  third  on  the  all-time 
scoring  list  with  1409  points. 

The  season  started  fast  for  the  Knights  on  the 
men's  side  also.  The  Knights  started  out  by 

winning  six  in  a  row  and  eleven  of  their  first 

twelve.  A  highlight  of  the  early  season  was  a 
game  against  UNI  at  the  UNI-Dome.  The 

Knights  gave  the  Panthers  all  they  had  and  at 
one  point  were  trailing  by  only  nine  during 

the  second  half.  In  the  end,  UNI  won,  82-66. 

The  Knights  won  13  of  their  16  conference 
games,which  included  two  crushing  victories 
over  rival  Luther,  and  were  invited  to  post- 
season play  with  a  21-6  mark. 

Wartburg  headed  west  to  take  Nebraska 
Wesleyan  in  the  first  round  at  Stanislaus, 
California.  Wartburg  ran  into  a  buzzsaw  in 
that  opener  as  Nebraska  Wesleyan  shot  63 
percent  in  the  first  half  as  Wartburg  fell  behind 
by  17  points.  The  Knights  wound  up  losing, 
87-63. 

The  third  place  game  was  another  long 
evening  as  Pomona-Pitzer  of  California 
defeated  the  Knights,  80-67.  The  Knights 
finished  the  season  at  21-8. 
Levick's  squad  also  set  five  team  and 
individual  records  for  the  year.  The  records  all 
dealt  with  the  three-point  goal  and  ranged 
from  10  made  in  one  game  against  Dubuque 
to  the  most  made  in  a  career  which  was  84  by 
Chris  Hueckstaedt.

Before  the  season  was  under  way,  tennis 
coach  Bob  Starr  felt  that  he  had  the  strongest 
line-up  in  three  years  to  put  out  on  the  court.

Professor,  adviser,  and  friend  are 
only  three  of  the  roles  played  by 
Wartburg  faculty. 

The  faculty  at  Wartburg  were  diverse 
in  their  disciplines  and  expertise. 
Through  the  Wartburg  Plan  students 
were  exposed  to  many  fields  of 
study.  The  foundation  courses — 
Human  Expression,  Person  and 
Society,  and  Foundations  of  Science 
allowed  students  to  study  a  wide 
range  of  topics  taught  by  various 
faculty  members. 

Students  spent  approximately  215 
hours  per  term  in  one  class  with  their 
professor.  Besides  the  time  spent  in 
class,  students  talked  to  faculty  as 
advisers.  Professors  advised  students 
about  class  schedules,  pass/d/no 
credit  option,  and  internship/job 
opportunities.

A  push  for  perfection 

LRC  tutors  improve  skills 


"I'm  not  dumb!  I  don't  need  a  tutor!" 
said  one  freshman. 

"But  a  tutor  could  help  you  understand 
your  biology  better.  1  should  know  I 
had  to  have  one  help  me,  and  look  at 
me  now!"  said  another. 
The  word  'tutor'  is  a  word  many 
students  would  rather  not  use  when 
referring  to  themselves.  However, 
according  to  the  Director  of  the 
Learning  Re-iource  Center  (LRC), 
Mary  Schneider,  this  is  slowly 
changing. 

This  year  the  average  number  of  tutors 
needed  was  49.  and  the  average 
number  of  .students  using  the  LRC  was 
2{)0.  This  was  an  increase  of  30 
percent  over  last  year's  figures. 


"I  see  this  as  a  positive  increase." 
Schneider  said, 

/\ccording  to  Schneider,  students  are 
starting  to  realize  that  they  do  not  have 
to  be  failing  a  class  to  utilize  the 
services  of  a  tutor,  "iviany  remedial 
students  that  came  in  were  motivated, 
and  in  some  cases,  it  was  their  major 
and  wanted  a  higher  grade." 
Tutors  were  people  who  liked  to  work 
with  other  people,  Tliey  had  at  least  a 
3.0  grade  average  in  the  class  they 
tutored  as  well  as  a  .xO  cummulative 
grade  point  average. 
The  tutors  were  paid  a  salarj^  as  part  of 
the  Wartburg  work-saidy  progi-am. 
There  were  a  wide  range  of  classes  that 
students  needed  a  tutors  help  in.

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"I  tried  to  draw  tutors  from  as  many 
majors  as  possible  for  variety,  and  less 
than  half  of  the  tutors  were  education 
majors,"  said  Schneider. 
Many  tutors  participated  in  the  program 
because  they  wanted  to  help  other 
students  learn,  and  improve  their  grades, 
but  this  was  not  the  only  benefit  of 
becoming  a  tutor. 

Some  students  wanted  to  tutor  because 
the  experience  would  look  good  on  their 
resume,  and  some  wanted  to  retain 
information  for  graduate  school,  said 
Schneider. 

"ft  is  itnportant  that  students  know  the 
LRC  is  there  for  the  help  they  need," 
Schneider  said.  Q

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IRS  trains  accounting  students 

Seniors  give  aid  to  taxpayers 


Free  assistance  in  preparing  federal 
aod  state  inconie  tax  returns  was 
offered  by  senior  accounting  students 
at  Wartburg  January  17  through  April 
15. 

The  assistance  was  provided  through 
VITA  (Volunteer  Income  Tax 
Assistance  program).  VITA  was 
sponsored  by  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service  (IRS). 

Students  were  trained  by  tlie  IRS  and 
bad  to  pass  an  exam  on  income  tax 
return  skills  before  participating. 
According  to  associate  professor  of 
accounting  Ted  Heine,  the  VITA 
program  was  established  at  Wartburg 
in  1983. 

The  fifteen  students  that  participated  in 


the  prograiti  from  Heine's  Accounting 
II  class  met  at  the  Wavcrly  Public 
Library  on  Tuesdays  and  in  the 
Whitehouse  Business  Center  on 
Wednesdays. 

"They  were  exjiected  but  not  required 
to  work  one  hour  a  week,"  said  Heine. 
Those  hours  constituted  their  grade  for 
the  cla.ss. 

According  to  senior  Linnea  Everts.  "It 
helped  to  do  the  taxes  firsthand.  It 
was  nice  to  get  to  work  with  people 
because  of  the  actual  situations 
encountered." 

While  VITA  was  especially  designed 
to  provide  free  assistance  to  lower 
income,  handicapped  and  elderly

'Wall  of  Fame'  honors  athletes 


Although  athletics  and  alcohol  were 
not  closely  related,  many  Wartburg 
athletes  were  seen  quite  frequently  at 
Joe's  Knighthawk.  These  athletes  were 
seen  on  the  "Wall  of  Fame,"  which 
displayed  caricature  drawings  of 
Wartburg  athletes  who  were  named 
All-American. 

On  the  wall  were  caricature  drawings 
of  four  Wartburg  coaches  and  43 
athletes. 

"We  made  this  a  sort  of  'hall  of  fame' 
for  all  of  the  past  and  present  Wartburg 
All-Americans  in  either  NAIA  or 
NCAA  divisions,"  said  Joe  Breitbach, 
owner  of  Joe's  Knighthawk. 
According  to  Breithbach,  the  wall  was 
meant  to  keep  the  athletes  in 
everyone's  memory  and  also  to  be  a 
historical  note  to  visitors.  "An 
athlete's  glory  is  very  fleeting  and  we 
wanted  to  make  some  of  it  last  a  while 


Breitbach. 

How  does  it  feel  to  be  a  part  of  the 
"Wall  of  Fame"?  For  one  particular 
athlete,  it  was  an  honor,  "When  1  first 
went  into  Joe's,  I  looked  at  the  wall 
and  thought  that  it  would  be  nice  to  be 
included  in  it,"  said  senior  Kori 
Stoffregen,  Cross  Country  Ail- 
American.  "Some  people  think  it's 
very  prestigious  to  be  on  the  wall  and  I 
happen  to  agree." 

According  to  Breitbach,  the  wall  was 
started  in  1976.  "We  did  an  extensive 
search  tlirough  the  college  records  on 
the  older  members,"  said  Breitbach.  "I 
had  help  from  Duane  Schroeder,  head 
of  public  information,  his  secretary, 
Mardella  Koch  and  Jack  Bender,  the 
artist.

This  kind  of  family  tree  created  special 
bonds  between  relatives  who  all  had 
shared  the  Wartburg  experience.  O
